NON-PROFIT INSTITUTIONS 


Australian National Accounts: Non-profit Institutions Satellite Account, 1999-2000 


(cat. no. 5256.0) was released on 28 November 2002. It is the first ABS publication to focus 
specifically on the non-profit institutions (NPI) Sector as a whole and its contribution to the 
Australian economy. Non-profit institutions play an important role in the provision of welfare, 
social and other services in Australia. Measuring the non-profit sector as a satellite account 
enables key economic indicators, such as the sector's contribution to Gross Domestic 
Product (GDP), to be identified. It also shows the value of services provided by NPIs and 
their relationship with other sectors such as households, government and corporations. Data 
is also presented on employment as well as the contribution of volunteer labour to the 
sector.

The Knowledge Economy 


THE KNOWLEDGE ECONOMY 


The ABS recently released a discussion paper Measuring a Knowledge-based Economy 
and Society - An Australian Framework (cat. no. 1375.0). The paper offers a framework, 
and suggests indicators, to measure the degree to which Australia is a knowledge-based 
economy and society. The framework consists of five key areas: context; innovation and 
entrepreneurship; human capital; information and communications technology; and 
economic and social impacts.

Indigenous results from the 2001 National Health Survey (NHS) were released on 20 
November 2002 in National Health Survey, Aboriginal and Torres Strait Islander 
Results (cat. no. 4715.0). The publication focuses on health status measures, health 
service use and lifestyle factors which affect people's health. Information for the non- 
Indigenous population, and selected data from the 1995 NHS, are also included. A National 
Health Survey: Users Guide, 2001 is also being compiled to provide definitional material 
and sample copies of the questionnaires.

The second release of 2001 Census data became available on 19 November 2002. The 
Basic Community Profiles, Census Snapshots and Indigenous Profiles now include data on 
educational qualifications, labour force, industry, occupation, method of travel to work and 
other selected variables. This is in addition to social, housing and income data released in 
June 2002. The full range of Census data is now available for the Basic Community Profiles, 
Census Snapshots and Indigenous Profiles as free and charged components via this web 
site.

Sydney...A Social Atlas (cat. no. 2030.1) was released on 28 October 2002 as part of the 
social atlas series for each capital city in Australia. Colour thematic maps of the key social, 
demographic and economic characteristics of Sydney are presented at the time of the 2001 
Census. A core set of maps enable comparability between cities, including population, 
ethnicity, education, families, income, labour force and dwellings. City-specific topics have 
also been included because of their relevance to Sydney: people born in South-East Asia; 
people speaking a Chinese language at home; people speaking Arabic (including Lebanese) 
at home; blue collar workers; and white collar workers.

REGIONAL WAGE AND SALARY EARNERS 


The Rural and Regional Statistics National Centre (RRSNC) have been investigating the 
use of income data from the Australian Taxation Office (ATO) to satisfy the demand for 
regional economic indicators. The Information Paper: Using the Australian Standard 
Geographical Classification (ASGC) Remoteness Structure to Analyse Characteristics 
of Wage and Salary Earners of Australia, 1998-99 (cat. no. 5679.0), is expected to be 
released in February 2003. It will incorporate the use of the ASGC Remoteness Structure 
with the aim of contributing to studies of income distribution in regional and remote areas. 
This will complement the previously released publication Experimental Estimates, 
Regional Wage and Salary Earner Statistics, Australia, 1995-96 to 1998-99 (cat. no.
